It was par- 
tisan of deep, honest convictions, deal- 
ing justly with opposing views, who, in 
all ages of the world, in every field of 
human progress, had led the way."

Six Philadelpbia Firms and tl&e 
St. Cloud Hotel Burned Out.

PHiLADSiiPHiA, Jan 26.—One of the 
fiercest fires even known in this city was 
discovered at 1:30 A. M. In an hour six 
firms; occupying the building Nos. 715 
to 723 Arch street, had been completely 
burned ont. The St. Cloud Hotel ad- 
joins the building in which the fire broke 
out, but all the guests, about 275 in 
number, were gotten out safely. 


The St. Cloud Hotel was burned m 
this morning's great fir.. Furniture'and 
eflfe ts are worth $50,000. 
Loss in all is 
estimated to be between a half and three 
quarties of a million dollars.

Botton, 
lithographers, 
$100,000; St. 
Cloud hotel and furniture, $160,000; W.

$10,000, and five small dweUngs on Win- 
field street, $5,000.

KAILKOAO PROJECTS. 


The Orand Rapids Railroad Com- 
pany to Build a Branch 
to Miiskeg^on. 


The Grand Bapids and Indiana rail- 
road company in which the city of Fort 
Wayne holds $100,000 stock, is to build 
a branch line to Muskegon, next sum- 
mer. A conference of the Grand Kapids 
and Indiana ri-ilroad officials was held at 
Muskegon last week. Among the officers 
present were: J. H. P. Hughart, secre- 
tary; J. M. Metheany, superintendent 
north division; P. S. O'Rourke, superin- 
tendent south 
division; G. Stewart 
Johnson, acting chief engineer, and a 
number of Muskegon capitalists. 
There 
appears to have been two rout^ already 
surveyed, or partially so, the one known 
as the southern one, which leaves Grand 
Bapids at the Eagle plaster mills, thence 
to Finnansey postoffice. Wolf Mills, La- 
mont, Eastmanville, Ntmcia, Fruitport 
and on to Muskegon. The north line 
proposes to start from the Grand Bapids 
and Indiana road just north of its janc- 
tion with the Detroit, Grand Haven 
and Milwaukee railroad, thence to Big 
Springs, Six Corners, Bavenna and 
Muskegon. The distance of the two 
lines, it is claimed by the advocates of 
each is about equal.

OluU'TLSIE 
WHISKY. 


amo It Was DUitillea in the Days When the 
Bttginesa Was Reputable. 


The mode of manufactimng whisky 
in the days when it was sent down the 
Mississippi Kiver on flat boats and sold 
at 15 to 20 cents per gallon, difierted as 
widely as possible from that of the près 
ent, says the Louis^^lle 
Commercial 
The location of springs in that day de- 
cided that of the distillery, for the sim- 
ple reason that they had no machinery 
or pumps, and the water flowed through 
troughs dug out of oak saplings into the 
flake stand or condenser. Or neces- 
sarily the spring was sufficiently elevai 
to flow in the top of the flake stand. 
The whisky of that day can truly })e 
said to have been hand made, as every- 
thing was done by manual labor. The 
grain was ground in the neighborhood 
horse mill and was carried on horseback 
to the distillery. The mashing was done 
in small tubs, as now, excejit that the 
spent beer or slop was carried in buckets 
from the strHl to the tubs. The meal 
was then put in and stii-red with a stick 
until thoroughly cooked into mush, and 
let stand about twenty-four hours to 
cool. 
Then cold water was put in and 
thoroughly stirred. 
Yeast was then 
taken from tubs in a state of fermenta- 
tion and put into the new tubs, and al- 
lowed to stand forty-eight or seventy- 
two hours, as the weather might be cold 
or warm—^the colder the longer the time 
of fermentation. 


After the fermentation was complete 
the mash became beer, wliich was dipped 
in buckets and nm through troughs into 
jug-shaped copper stills, which were 
placed on a ' rock and the furnaces so 
built that the fire, made of wood, went 
entirely around the still some distance 
ibove the bottom, the smoke coming out 
into the distillery. 
But the distiller, to 
make doubly sure that his still might 
not bum by the settling of the meaî, 
which would prevent the beer coming in 
contact with the heated still, would leave 
off what was called the cap and stir 
with a pole until the beer was about 
to boil, when he would replace the cap 
and paste it aroimd with rye meal. This 
boiling process is called distilling. 


Since alcohol becomes vapor at a 
lower temperature than water boils, the 
vapor that arises is almost entirely al- 
cohol, which goes through copper pipes, 
or what is called the worm, simply be- 
cause it is coiled around the inside of a 
large tub or flake stand, which is con- 
stantly Rupj>lied with cold water intro- 
duood in the bottom of the fiake stand, 
the heated water overflowing at the top. 
This cold water condensed the vapor in 
the worm, which came out what was 
called siuglings. 
This was redistilled 
in the same way to get a higher proof 
whisky. In that day there was no such 
thing as a thermometer ; the distiller's 
arm was the substitute in testing the 
heat of his tubs, and proof vial was used 
instead of the hydrometer, and the proof 
of wliiskies was decided by the bead. 
The distiller in nmning his whisky from 
the still would shut it oflf when the bed 
of tlie worm disappeared, and would 
run what is called backings as long as it 
would burn. 
The custom was to throw 
them on the cap and set fire to them. 
This was redoubled with the singling.. 


Under the old regime the capacity of 
distilling was about twenty gallons. It 
was rare to find one that made a barrel a 
day. and two gallons per bushel was 
considered a large yield, and often the 
cellar of a gentleman's house was his 
warehouse. 
Beady customers were on 
hand with their jugs, waiting the run. 
The taste of that day had not been cul- 
tivated to a just appreciation of fifteen- 
year-old Bourbon, but thought a little 
catnip and tansy gave it a fine flavor. 
The distillery usually consisted of a log 
cabin, and often only a shed in the open 
air.

thing, and then moved to Indiana to 
try farming. 
Until within the last four 
years he never wrote a line of poetry.

The anti-ciraft riots in New York on 
the 13th and 14:th of Jtdy, 1863, gave 
President Lincoln great uneasiness. It 
was what the secessionists had pre- 
dicted, and it proved that had Lee de- 
feated Meade at Gettysburg, and Pem- 
berton defeated Grant on the Missis- 
sippi, anarchy and terror would have 
prevailed in many sections of the North. 
Nearly every imaginable outrage on 
persons and property was perpetrated. 
Scores of persons were most fbully mur- 
dered. 
Hundreds of people were 
robbed. 
Many 
houses were 
burned, 
and others 
sacked. 
Street ears were 
stopped, and t h e passengers deliberate- 
ly divested of their valuables. 
Women 
and children were killed in the streets, 
and in their houses. 
It was again 
ehown, by the most hideous evidence, 
that a mob was the most monstrous 
thing in the universe. The police force 
of New York, perhaps the most efficient 
in the country, though the men behaved 
with the utmost gallantry and were well 
handled, was inadequate. 
Nothing but 
volleys of musketry, and sweeping dis- 
charges of grape and cannister-shot, 
STiflSced t o check t h e career of the mob 
a n d quell i t s ferocious spirit. 
Several 
of the streets of New York witnessed 
not only all the horrors of a battlefield, - 
but the horrors of an Indian massacre 
and a Sepoy insurrection. 


Franklin Phelj), a bustling, 
kind- 
hearted son of Merry England, who 
belonged to a firm of stationers at Wash- 
ington which had large army contracts, 
is at New York on business and 
stopped wliile there at the Brevoort 
House. 
Accidentally, he fell into con- 
versation with another inmate of the 
hotel, and they struck up an acquaint- 
ance, visiting the theater together, etc. 
When Phelp was about to return to 
Washington, liis new friend asked him 
if he was acquainted at the depart- 
ments. "I acquainted at the depart- 
ments!" 
confidently replied Phelp. 
"Why I know every man in them, from 
the secretaries doAvn to the messengers. 
If you ever w ant anything done there, 
command my services. " 


Phelp went back to business at Wash- 
ington, and in a fortnight or so received 
a letter from his New York friend re- 
minding him of his promiae and asking 
him to ascertain, if po.ssible, the truth 
of a report that the port of Galveston 
was to be opened. 
Off trudged Phelp 
to tlie State Department, where île by 
chance asked the question of the very 
clerk who happened to know, and who 
innocently furnished the desired infor- 
mation. 
lieturniug to liis store, he at 
once wrote this to his friend, and also 
again volunteered to obtain any other 
information that might be wanted from 
the Department of State or elsewhere. 


A few days afterwards, while eating 
a quiet family dinner, Phelp was aston- 
ished by the appearance of an orderly, 
who summoned him to appear without 
delay at the War Department. 
On ar- 
riving there, his sur^jrise was increased 
at being shown a telegraphic 
order 
from Major Gen. Dix, commanding the 
Union troops at New York, 
directing 
that Phelp be arrested at once and sent 
in close custody to Fort Lafayette. 


Luckily, one of the Assistant Secreta- 
ries of War, Mr. Watson, was a 
coun- 
tryman and a friend of t h e astounded 
Phelp, and he telegraphed a 
r e q u e s t 
for the cause of the arrest. 
The reply 
was that a noted blockade 
runner h a d 
been arrested at New York, and that in 
his pocket was found a letter 
from 
Phelp, not only giving contraband in- 
formation obtained at the State Depart- 
ment, but offering to supply more. Mr. 
Watson at once comprehended the sit- 
uation, and after some telegraphing ob- 
tained Phelp's release, although Secre- 
retary Seward suspended a profitable 
contract under which his firm supplied 
the Department of State with station- 
ery. But Phelp never again volun- 
teered to supply information from the 
departments, and the mere mention of 
his name for several years would almost 
throw the old Turvydrops of the De- 
partment of State into con\Tilsions. 


Sam Ward, during his reign at Wash- 
ington as king of the Lobby, 
used t o 
delight in treating 
an epicurean for- 
eigner to a thoroughly American dinner. 
His bill of fare was iced 
clams, 
fish 
chowder, stewed terrapin, 
canvas-back 
ducks, oysters on t h e half shell, hominy 
and Albany 
celery, 
with 
Chateau 
Ygnem, dry champagne, and old ma- 
deira from the Gadsby stock. In pur- 
chasing terrapin, Mr. Ward would turn 
with disdain from the yellow-bills and 
the sliders, and purchase the diamond 
backs at $25 a dozen. Having sent them 
to Weldber's, he would go into the 
kitchen and superintend their prepara- 
tion after the following formula : Im- 
merse the terrapin in pure spring water, 
boiling hot, for five minutes, 
to loosen 
the skin. 
The skin is then 
removed 
with a knife, thoroughly 
polished 
first, 
to free i t from a n y foreign substance, 
with a piece of chamois leather. 


Then replace the terrapin in the boil- 
ing water, the temperature of which 
should be regulated by a thermometer. 
When the claws become so soft as to 
pinch into a pulp by a moderate pres- 
sure between the thumb and forefinger, 
it is stiffîciently boiled. 
Take them out 
and remove the bottom shell first, as 
tiie convexity of the upper shell catches 
the rich and savory juices which diatin-

A little of the gall does not impair 
the flavor of terrapin, but the sand bag 
requires the skilful touch of a surgeon, 
the heart of a lion, the eye of an eagle, 
and the hand of a lady. 
Cut up the re- 
mainder .into pieces about half an inch 
in length. Be careful to preserve all 
the juice. 
Put in a chafing dish and 
add a dressing of fine flour, the yolk of 
eggs boiled so hard they are mushy, 
quantum sujfficri of butter fresh 
from 
the dairy, salt to taste, red pepper, a 
large Avineglass of very old Madeira (to 
each terrapin), and a small quantity of 
rich cream. 
The dish, like everything 
else fit to eat, except Koman punch and 
Stilton cheese, should be served smok- 
ing hot; persons have l)een known to 
season with spices, but this, like the 
rank perfume which exhales from the 
handkerchief of under-bred people, is 
apt to arouse susiucion. Terrajun should 
be eaten only at night and then only by 
honest men. 
To slightly paraphrase 
Dr. Boteler: "Abetter shell-fish than 
the terrapin might have been made, but 
one never was made."

Classical music is so called because 
it was never known in the classical ages 
of the past, and it is in no way con- 
nected with the classical thought of mod- 
em times. The clown named his mule 
January liccause he was born in August, 
and the term "clfissical music" seems to 
have a similar genesis. 
The music of 
classical times was sweet and simple, 
and appealed to the popular ear and 
heart; and was the exact reverse of the 
fearful and wonderful uproar which is 
now facetiously called "classict^ music." 
That is the first reason why we call this 
kind of noise classical music; and the 
second reason—which is like imto it— 
is because it has no strictly classical 
quality. 
Classical music is a triumph 
of modem civilization, and is certainly 
not without a certain virtue. One rec- 
ommendation is that it is more delight- 
ful to-deaf people than to any others, 
and the deaf people are a very deserv- 
ing and worthy portion of humanity. 
Such music is also peculiarly adapted 
for the delectation of corpses, statues, 
and wooden Indians; all of which ai-e 
entitled to some consideration. 


A tom-cat 
passes through a process 
of musical' evolution. 
Wliile in the 
flesh, he passes through the classical 
stage, attaining the highest pitch of 
classical 
splendor and magnificence 
while passing through the wood-shed 
and back-jard period. 
After death, 
the cat passes into the popular, and 
primitive musical stage and becomes a 
most valuable adjunct for stringed in- 
struments. 
Most of the music which he 
emits in this latter stage is not classical 
because it is so much like the simple 
music of classic times. 


Some instruments are especially de- 
signed for the creation of classical music. 
An angry bull with the cramp colic is 
eminently classical, especially in his 
lower and middle register. 
A hard- 
ware store, when suddenly undermined 
by an earthquake, becomes classical in 
the highest degree, and would be of the 
greatest value in swelling the harmony 
of a quintette concert. 
A coyote is full 
to overflowing with the rude protaplasm 
of classical harmony, and might be 
transformed into a high-priced classical 
musician by proper training.—St. 
Louis 
Whip.

The mode of manufacturing whisky 


in the days when it was sent down th 
Mississippi lliver on Hat boats and sold 
at 15 to 20 cents per gallon, differed as 
widely as possible from that of the pres- 
ent, says the Louisville Commercial 
The location of springs in that day de- 
cided that of the distillery, for the sim- 
ple reason that they had no machinery 
or pumps, and the water flowed thruui 
troughs dug out of oak saplings into f ho 
ilaku atiiud or condenser. Or wees- 
sarily the spring was sufficiently eU'va(."d 
to flow in the top of tho flake stand. 
The wliisky of that day can truly be 
said to have, been hand made, as every- 
thing was done by manual labor. 
The 


grain was ground in the neighborhood 
horse mill and was curried on horseback 
to the distillery. The mashing was dono 
in small tubs, as now, except that tho 
spent-1- eer or slop was carried in buckets 
from the. stfjl to the tubs. Tho meal 
was thun'put in and stirred with a stick 
until thoroughly cooked into innsh, and 
let stand about twenty-four hours to 
cool. Then cold water wag put in and 
thoroughly stirred. 
Yeast was then 


taken from tubs in a state of fermenta- 
tion and put, into the new tubs, and al- 
lowed to stand forty-oighl or seventy- 
two hours, as the weather might bo cold 
or warm - the colder the longer the time 
of fermentation. 


After the farmeutation was complete 


the, mash became boor, which was dipped 
in buckets and run through troughs into 
jug-shaped, copper stills, wliich were 
placed on a 'rock and the furnaces so 
built that the fire, made of wood, wont 
entirely around the still some distance- 
kbove tho bottom, tho. smoke, coming out 
into tho distillery. But the distiller, to 
make doubly sure that his still might 
not burn by the settling of tho muai, 
which would prevent tho beer coming in 
contact with tho heated still, would leave 
off what was called the cap and stir 
with a polo until the beer was about 
;o boil, when he would replace tho cap 
and paste it around with rye meal. This 


tiling process is called distilling. 
Since alcohol becomes vapor at a 


!ower temperature tlmu water boils, tho 
rapor J-hat arises-: is almost entirely al- 
cohol, wliieh goes through copper pipes, 
or what is called the worm, simply be- 
cause it is coiled around tho inside of a

The anti-draft riots in Now York on 
10 18th and 14th of July, IfitiS, gave 
'resident Lincoln great ununtiiness. 
It 


was what the secessionists had prc- 
ictcd, and it proved that laid Lee do- 
oated Meado at Gettysburg, and Pem- 
erton defeated Grant on tho ^lissis- 
ippi, anarchy and terror would have 
prevailed in many sections of tlicXorth.

It was uguin 


shown, by the most hideous evidence, 


a mob was the most monstrous 


hdng in the universe. The police force 
f New York, perhaps tho most efficient 
n the country, though the men behaved 
ith the utmost gallantry and were well 
andledj was inadequate. Nothing but 
olleys of musketry, and sweeping dis- 
harges of grapo and cannistur-shot, 
ufficed to check the career of the mob 
and quell its ferocious spirit.

f the streets of New York witnessed 


not only all the horrors of a battlefield, 
rafc the horrors of an Indian massacre 
,nd a Sepoy insurrection. 


Franklin Pholp, a bustling, kind- 


icarted eon of Merry England, who 
belonged to a firm of stationers at Wash- 
ngton which had large army contracts, 
vas at New York on business and 
topped whilo there at the Brevoort 
louse. Accidentally, he fell into con- 
'ersation with another inmate of the 
total, and they struck up an acquaint- 
ance, visiting the theater together, etc. 
"When Phelp was about to return to 
Washington, Ma new friend asked him 
f he was acquainted at the . depart- 
ments. "I acquainted at the depart- 
dents!" 
confidently replied Phelp.

;he secretaries down to the messengers. 


'S you ever want anything done there, 
command my services." 


Phelp went back to business at "Wash- 


ington, and in a fortnight or BO received 
i letter from his New York friend re- 
minding him of Ins promise and asking 
iim to ascertain, if possible, the truth 
of a report that the port of Galvnston 
was to be opened. 
Off trudged Phelp 


the State Department, where he by 


chance asked the qucatiou of the very 
clerk who happouetl to know, and who 
innocently furnished the desired infor- 
mation. Keturumg to his store, he at 
once wrote this to his friend, and also 
again volunteered to obtain any other 
nfonuation that might be wanted from 
;he Department of State or elsewhere. 


A few days afterwards, while eating 


a quiet family dinner, Phelp was aston- 
ished by the appearance of an orderly, 
who summoned him to appear without 
delay at the War Department.

riving there, his surprise was increased 
at being shown a telegraphic ordei 
from. Major Gen. Dix, commanding the 
Union troops at New York, directing 
that Phelp bo arrested at once and sen! 
in close custody to Fort Lafayette, 


Lucidly, one of tho Assistant Secreta- 


ries of War, Mr. Watson, was a coun- 
tryman and a friend of tho astounded 
Pholp, and ho telegraphed a requesl 
for the cause of the arresb. 
The reply 


was that a noted blockade runner hat 
been arrested at New York, and that in 
his pocket was found a letter from 
Phelp, not only giving contraband in- 
formation obtained at the State Depart- 
ment, but offering to supply more. Mr. 
"Watson at once comprehended the sit- 
uation, and after some telegraphing ob- 
tained Phelp's release, although Secre- 
rotary Seward suspended a profitable 
contract under which his iirni supplied 
the Department of State with station 
ery.

Having scut then 
to WeWier's, he would go into tin 
kitchen and superintend their propara 
tion after tho following formula: Im 
rnerso the terrapin in pure spring water 
boiling hot, for live iiiiuutoH, to loosoi 
the skin. The skin is then remove* 
with a knife, thoroughly polished firfll 
to free it from any foreign substance 
with a piece of chamois leather. 


Then replace the Icrrupin in tho boil 


ing water, the tomperaturo of whic 
should bo regulated by a thormometor 
When tho claws become so soft as t 
pinch into a pulp by ft moderate prcs 
sure between tho thumb and forofingoi 
it in Hulllciently boiled. Take thorn on

CLASSICAL MUSIC. 


Classical music is so called because

Railroad Employes. 


The Pennsylvania Eailroad company 


has created a new department of ser- 
vice, to bo known as "The Pennsylvania 
Belief 
Deportment," tho object ot 


which is to provide a relief fund for the 
benefit of its employee in case of ficci- 
dent or sickness, or their families in 
case of death.
